When the connection between | 
the Daniel Boone and the Ex- | 


press Highway is completed and 
the city-owned highway is taken 
over by the state as part of the 
Danie] Boone s&xpressway, the 
State Highway Department will 
provide 24-hour-a-day mainten- 


ance regardless of weather con- | 


ditions, the Commission said. 
Design Changes Likely. 

“In addition,” the statement 
continued, “the necessary im- 
provements, including better 
drainage, will be provided for 
the Red Feather (Express High- 
way) section to facilitate move- 
ment of traffic at all times.” 

This was understood to in- 
clude any changes in the design 
of the route to bring it up to 
acceptable standards of express- 
way construction. Previously, 
the commission has announced 
that if the volume of traffic re- 
quires, the present Express 
Highway would be given addi- 
tional] lanes.

However, the Council has re- 
peatedly refused to authorize an 
agreement with the Highway 
Commission whereby the com- 
mission would proceed with ac- 
quisition of Daniel Boone right- 
of-way, subject to repayment of | 
the county’s share when the | 
bond funds are available.

Attending the meeting were 
all members of the commission, 
including Chairman Rodgers of | 
Benton, A. D. Sappington of Co- | 
lumbia, W. M. Robertson of Jop- 
lin, former State Senator J. G. 
Morgan of Unionville and Dr. T. 
R. Beveridge of Rolla, state 
geologist and ex-officio member 
of the commission. They all con- 
curred in the conclusion. 

Reaffirming of the commis- 
sion’s decision on the route 
should facilitate a start on con- 
struction of the highway, it was 
said, because the Highway De- 
partment can make an immedi- 
ate start to obtain necessary 
right-of-way in the area which 
has been in controversy. 

The commission took the po- 
sition that the route adopted 
will give greatest service to the 
greatest number of people in 
the shortest time. It was point- 
ed out that by following the 
route through Richmond Heights 
the expressway could be put in 
use through construction of 
about 242 miles of highway, 
whereas adoption of the south- 
ern route through Maplewood 
would require construction of 12 
miles of highway before it could 
be used,

Inquiry in Another Case. 

The State Department said it 
was “looking urgently 
case of William G. Baumeister ! 
|Jr. His father, who lives in St. 
Paul, Minn., believes his son 
may be held prisoner by the So- 
viets. The young airman was 
shot down in Burma in 1944. A 
former German prisoner, Karl 
Henz Schleich, thinks Baumeister | 
may be held in Russia. 

The State Department has in- 
| structed representatives in Ger- 
|'many to interview Schleich, but 
an official told reporters “we 
have no records indicating that 
Baumeister is alive and being 


itheld in the Soviet Union.” 


The State Department gave 
this account of the release 
promised by the Soviet govern- 
ment for Crumish, Fields and 
Hopkins: 

“The Department of State 
pursuant to its continued efforts 
to obtain the release of Amer- 
icans detained in Communist 
bloc countries, submitted a note 
on July 16, 1955, through the |

to the Soviet ministry of foreign 
_affairs requesting the release 
of Wilfred C. Crumish and Mur- 


ray Fields, missing United 
States Army personnel whose 
| presence in the Soviet Union 


had been reported by returning 
prisoners of war of other nation- 
alities. 
Date Not Specified. 

“The American Embassy 
Moscow was informed on Aug. | 
19, 1955, by the Soviet ministry | 
of foreign affairs that these two 
men would be released to Amer- 
ican authorities. In addition the | 
embassy was advised that a/| 
‘third American, eres | 
Charles Hopkins, would also 
| released. The date and place of 
the release of the three Ameri- 
‘cans were not specified by the 
Soviet foreign office. 

“The case of Frederick Charles 
Hopkins has never been taken 
'up with the Soviet government. 
| His background and the circum- 
stances of his case are unknown 
to us.

an American named ‘Johnny’ 
'Hopkins as being held in the

\FIRED VERTICALLY 
‘FROM JET FIGHTER 


| WASHINGTON, Aug. 20 (UP) 
—The Navy has a new method 
for getting research rockets into 


the upper atmosphere. It 
launches them from jet fighter 
planes. 


The Navy announced yesterday 
that a jet fighter fired a re- 
search rocket to an altitude of 
90,000 feet at the Chincoteague 
(Va.) naval air station this week. 
The Banshee fighter climbed to 
30,000 feet and _ vertically 
launched the rocket. This is 
termed “rockair”’ technique.

“Though the Soviet Union has 
spent enormous funds on the 
development of nuclear reactors 
and accelerators, it gives its 
acientific and technical data and 
experience to other countries 
free of charge. These countries 
pay only the actual cost of the 
equipment they receive under 
the agreements,” it said 

Such aid will be extended to 
China. Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
East Germany, Romania, Bul- 
garia and Hungary, the an- 
nouncement said. Only tiny Al- 
bania among the satellites was 
excluded 

The announcement

Torit Thursday. Troops were 
rushed to the isolated village, 25 
miles from the border of the 
British East African protectorate 
of Uganda. 

Torit, near the headwaters of 
the Nile, is east of Juba in Equa- 
torial Province. It is headquar- 
ters of the Sudanese army’s 
southern corps. 

Houses Reported Burned. 

Sudan Defense Force officers 
who fled to Juba gave the word 
of the mutiny. They said some 
houses had been burned. 

The government announcement 
did not give details or reasons 
for the mutiny. 

The state of emergency was 
proclaimed by Gov. Gen. Sir 
Alexander Knox Helm, who was 
vacationing in Scotland when 
notified of the mutiny. Provinces 
of Equatorial, Upper Nile and 
Bahr el Ghazal were covered in 
his order. 

The Governor General said the 


action was taken because “events 


constitute an imminent threat to 


_public safety and the well-being 


of the community.” 

The government feared the 
possibility of mutiny among 
troops recruited from the south 
Sudan might spread. Torit has 
long been a center of unrest. 
Agitators last February burned 
the home of the government’s 


district commissioner there. 


Transfer of Power. 

Helm is the constitutional head 
of the Sudan until a pending 
transfer of power from joint 
British and Egyptian administra- 


tion to the Sudanese is com- 
pleted. 
The Sudan people are pre- 


paring to decide whether they 
should merge with Egypt or be- 
come completely independent. 

About 900 British troops and a 
R@yal Air Force squadron are 
stationed in the Sudan, They are 
due to leave within the next 
three months, ending 56 years 
of British occupation. About 600 
Egyptian troops are there. 

The million-square-mile Sudan 


has been governed for more than 


a half-century by Britain with 
Egypt as a partner.

The report said: 

“The special committee has 
reached conclusions at variance 
with opinions commonly held by 
adverse critics of UNESCO. 
Usually such critics charge that 
UNESCO is (a) atheistic, (b) 
communistic and—or—subvers- 
ive (c) favorable and tending 
toward world government. 

“The special committee 
cially finds: 

‘l. That UNESCO is not fav- 
orable toward world govern- 
ment; that the programs and 
functions of UNESCO are not 
such as to tend toward world 
government; that the United 
States National Commission for 
UNESCO, individually and as a 
group, are strongly opposed to 
world government.

The report by the Legion’s

Classes start July 1 here, then 
recess during the cotton harvest 

Twenty-five Negroes were ad- 
mitted to the schools, which 
have an enrollment of about 
1000 white children, last month 
in an effort by the board to cut 
costs. Hoxie previously had sent 
the Negro children at the school 
district’s expense, to adjoining 
towns for classes. - 

Farmer Herbert Brewer start- 
ed a protest movement shortly 
after integration was completed, 
and succeeded in obtaining a 
partial boycott of the schools by 
white parents.

BLAME FOR CUTTER 
VACCINE’S FAULTS

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20 (UP) 
—The Government will report 
soon that shortcomings in its 
own safety standards may have 
been responsible for the polio 
outbreak among children who 
received Salk vaccine made by 
the Cutter Laboratories of Berk- 
ele Calif., industry sources 
said today. 

These sources said no evidence 
has been found that live virus 
turned up in the vaecine because 
the Cutter laboratories failed to 
comply with federal testing and 


safety standards. 

The indication is that the 
standards, which now have been 
drastically revised, were ‘ not 
rigid enough to preclude the 
sponsibility of some live virus 
getting into the vaccine, they 
said. 

The Public Health Service 
opened an investigation of the |, 
Cutter Laboratory last April 


after nearly 70 children who re- 
ceived Cutter shots were strick- 
en with polio in the early days 
of the mass inoculation program. 

The Health Education and 
Welfare Department said _ it 
hopes to release its report next 
week.

Convenient Frozen Lemonade

FROZEN LEMONADE IS THE FLAVOR BASIS OF THIS ARCTIC-LOOKING EGGNOG. 


F every one has used as much 
| frozen lemonade concentrate 

as we have this summer I 
fear that the stocks will be ex- 
hausted before the season is 
over. 

Lemonade has always been the 
most refreshing of hot weather 
beverages. When we were chil- 
dren we were allowed to have it 
as often as we liked if we would 
squeeze the lemons. And, accord- 
ing to my mother’s rule, “Clean 
up afterward.” 

I am afraid we cheated a lit- 
tle on this, especially when once 
each season we were in league 
with our friends to open a stand 
in the front yard, near the side- 
walk of course. We practically 
captured fathers and older per- 
sons as they passed by. The 
prices ranged from a penny to a 
nickel a glass, depending upon 
what we thought the traffic 
would bear. 

Driving through a village re- 
cently, I observed that the lem- 


onade stand was still a summer 
activity for children. But there 
were fortunately—paper cups in- 
stead of those usually sticky 
glasses we offered. 


Undoubtedly mothers have en- 
couraged the use of the paper 
cups. And I am sure both they 
and the children are well pleased 
to have the lemonade concentrate 
used as the base for this com- 
mercial operation. For home serv- 
ice there are a number of uses 
to which it can be put. The 
recipes given today illustrate 
some of these. 

Lemonade Eggnog. 


Six eggs, three (6-0z.) cans 
frozen concentrate for lemonade, 
one-half cup powdered sugar, 
one pint whole milk, one pint 
heavy cream, nutmeg. 

Beat egg yolks until thick and 
cream-colored. Add concentrate 
for lemonade. Beat egg whites

TOKYO. 

ERE I am back in Japan.

West didn’t stick out his neck 
with the three-spade bid simply 
because he felt like it—he 
thought that his partner’s double 
of three clubs showed scattered 


strength and invited West to 
come in. But how or why West 
should have drawn any such 
conclusion is past understand- 
ing’ East had the chance to act 
over one diamond, and didnt 
he had had another chance on 
the second round and declined 
that, too. Then, how in the 


name of common sense could his 
double of three clubs be any- 
thing but what it was: a penalty 
double, academically, and, much 
more than that, a demand for a 
club lead if the enemy persisted 
in no-trump. 


The wisdom and effectiveness 
of this double were proved by 
the fact that it talked South out 
of what would have been an 
ironclad vulnerable game at no- 
trump. South had bid the two 
clubs originally, in response to 
one diamond, as a logical com- 
promise—he was too strong for 
one no-trump or two diamonds 
but a little light for two no- 
trump. He then tried out the 
no-trump over his partner's dia- 
mond rebid, but when North 
still showed doubt about no- 
trump by raising the clubs, 
East's double of that suit was 
the clincher as far as South was 
concerned He shifted to his 
partner's diamond suit, and the 
hand unquestionably would have 
played at that innocuous part- 
score contract except for West's 
remarkable lack of understand- 
ing The absurd three-spade 
contract was trounced exactly as 
it deserved to be—to the tune 
of 700 points. 


Children Should 


See Dentist Early

S we approach the beginning 

of another school year pat 

ents would be well advised 
to have a “dental check-up" on 
their children before’ school 
opens 

All too often school children 
experience unnecessary suffer- 
ing and absence from school 
simply because parents neglect 
to get their children’ under 
dental supervision early § and 
regularly. 

Early diagnosis and prompt 
treatment of abnormal dental 
conditions are best provided by 
regular ‘dental ‘check-ups” 
which reduce the necessity of 
having teeth pulled to the van- 
ishing point and maintenance 
needs to about one half of what 
they would otherwise amount 
to. 

Dental supervision by your 
family dentist should begin 
about the age of three. In some 
instances it may be necessary to 
bring your child to the dentist 
before three years of age be- 
cause of tooth decay or an acci- 
dent—one or more teeth broken 
or completely knocked out. 

In communities where 
common Water supply is lack- 
ing or inadequate in fluoride 
content the application of suit- 
able fluoride preparations di- 
rectly to the teeth is helpful in 
preventing a certain amount of 
tooth decay (30-40 per cent 
This method requires prelimi 
nary professional cleaning and 
at least three applications of the 
chemical, making this method 
mruch more expensive—although 
less effective in preventing 
tooth decay—than the addition 
of fluoride to the drinking 
water.

Sound teeth are a great asset 
That is why children should be 
encouraged to visit the dentist 
early, regularly and often 
Your dentist will fill any cav- 
ities that are present: he will 
also watch the growth of the 
teeth to see that they are com- 
ing in straight, and will direct 
them if necessary so that each 
tooth will have ample room to 
develop as it should. 

There is still too little appre- 
ciation of the fact that the den- 
tal health of the young child is 
just as important as the dental 
health of the adult.
